There was no air activity on this date, and no supplies or 

vehicles weve observed. The field ‘eld forty to fifty American 
DC-3 aircraft, either hew or recently overhauled. Hangars and 

other bullidings, with the exception of barracks, are damaged but 
ean be repaired easily. There are ro concrete runways. Radio 
communications appear to be handled by a r: 9 estimated to 

be of not more than eighty watt capicity. believes this 25X1X 
may be a supply field. (See Attacinent I).

4.. Altengrabow (4-00). About 1 June 1947 


Six or seven P0-2 planes were observed on the field which lies 
near the town of Altengrebow. A thiee-section hangur there is 
believed capable of holding approxizately thirty PO=2's, The 
field is said to have been built by the Russians in 1945, 


5.  Scharteuke (y-93). About 1 June 17 
The former Silva ammunition plant tms located in a forest area 
approximately seven kilometers nor‘liwest of Genthin ané west of 
the railroad line. The stop on the line is Scharteuke. All | 
trees have been cut down in this aria, which is now being leveled 
by German workers ani some 200 Russian soldiers who openty say 
that an airfield is to be built, Eusept for three barrack: used 
by the troops, all barracks have bea: dismantled and the factory 
puildings derolished. 


6. Merseburg (H~91). Late May 1947 


Considerable air activity haz been observed in the Halle-Mexrse- 
burg area s’nce 20 May. Approximately fitty fighters have been 
based on tie Merseburg field since that date, ‘Two-plane patrcis 
are flown at low altitudes; tere also aprrits to be some training 
in prosvess.

Qe 24 Nay ~ The Erfurt city councillors have ben infermed by 
the Ober‘lirgermeister that the dismantled Bin'ersleben air- 
field is to be reconstructed for use by civilicn aircraft, 
The order for reconstruction, however, was issu-<d by” the 
Soviet city commander. 


De Ist week in June ~- The field has been evacuated. ‘unways 
and the cement taxi strip were blasted when Soviet ‘roops 
withdrew sometime in May, but hangars and other bul ings 
were not touched. These buildings are not occupied, A 
Small pateh of land near the outer runway is Leing cUl‘ivated 
by local residents. 


8. Dresden (F-29), 2i May 1947 


The airfield north of the industrial section of the citr on th 
Heller is being plowed up. 


9. Mockan ('s-21). 22 May 1947 


Various farmers have been prevented from entering the field and 
their vegetable plots have been plowed up, The Russians sre 
reported to be urging German workers to speed up their work on 
the runways. A single JU-52 has been seen rising and larding 
at this field.

15 May - This field had not been oceupied according to 25X1X 
March and April reports, but a rs rcee Oe visited 1t on 

i5 May observed the landing of eight flights of aircraft

Lis estimated thoir speed at about 250 mph. aa i 


3 June - Two foviet fighter groups, comprising apprcximately 
sixty aircraft believed to be former German ME's, have been 
stationed at Schkeuditz since 21 May. The repair shops at — 
the field are altering and assembling planes for the Russians. 
Three 51-204 have been rebuilt as transport and passenger 
planes, with replacement of various motor parts; more 

gireraft of this type are to be remodeled. The total number 
planned is not known, but there are enough wings and fuselages 
for approximetely twenty. A few C-47's giso are being rebuilt; 
seven have been converted to passenger carriers to date. In 
addition, two four-engine Douglas aircraft have been delivered 
to the field by the Russians, who want them reconstructed. 
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
